A penalty, where the goods smue- 
gled into Canada are of the value of 
$200 over, is also provided, The 
bill sets out that the penalty, in this 
case, shall be seven yearu imprison- 
ment and not less than one year for 
a first offence and to imprisonment 
for ten years and not less than three 
years for a second and each subse- 
quent offence, Furthermore, fuch 
goods seized shall be forfeited with- 
out power of remission. 

Heavy Penalties 

Penalties are also provided to deal 
with those guilty of keeping or sell- 
ing goods unlawfully imported, Pro- 
vision is made for the forfeiture of 
the goods and where they are under 
the value of $200, the person guilty
